Ralph Myers, Paul Hartlaub, William Jago and Carl Bechtel, 
all residents of Adams county, arrested New Year’s afternoon by 
^ 
Sheriff John 0. Sheeter, Trooper R. \V. Frutchey and Deputy (inai court, were denied toe 
Sheriff B. E. Bixler, charged w ith the larceny of chickens, grain 
and automobile tires, were sentenced to from one to three years 
in the Eastern Penitentiary, Philadelphia, late Thursday after­ 
noon by Judge Donald P. McPherson. 
Myers, Hartlaub and Jago each entered pleas of guilty to 
four counts, while Bechtel plead guilty to three charges. 
The first count against Myers is the larceny of eight chick­ 
ens from the chicken coop of David King, Germany township, 
valued at SIO.OO. 
Maurice Bechtel is also charged with the 
same offense, but he will be given a hearing later. 
Myers, Jago, Carl Bechtel and Hartlaub were charged also 
with the larceny of seventeen chickens from the coop of Jacob 
Shi kit. 
The value of this loot was fixed at $25.00. 
Paul Hartlaub and William Jago were then charged with the 
two automobile tires from Charles Bupp, Union 
larceny of 
township. 
H artlaub, Carl Bechtel, M yers and 
Jago faced the third count of larceny 
o f 44 bags o f flour and a quantity of 
corn and feed valued at $40.00, from 
Paul C. X eiderer. 
The fourth charge lodged against 
the men was the larceny o f seven bags 
of clover and 28 b a g ’ o f w heat, val­ 
ued at $300. from Ivan R. R iley, U n­ 
ion tow nship. 
Prison Sentences 
T_ 
On the first count Judge M cPher­ 
son sentenced th e prisoners to hard 
labor and solitary confinem ent at the 
Pastern Penitentiary for a term of 
not less than 18 m onths and not more 
than three years. 
They 
w ere 
also 
fined $1.00 and costs of prosecution. 
On the second charge th e sentence 
w ax confinem ent in the penitentiary 
for a term o f not less than one year 
nor more than tw o years and a fine 
o f $1.00 and 
co sts 
o f 
prosecution. 
Serving of this sentence w ill begin at 
the expiration of the m inimum term 
o f the sentence on the first charge. 
A sentence o f not less than one year 
and not more than tw o years together 
w ith a fine of $1.00 and costs o f pros­ 
ecution w as inflicted on the third and 
fourth counts. 
The last tw o sentences 
w ill he served concurrently w ith the 
: entence on tho second charge.

The revenue act of 1924 provides 
th at the status of a taxpayer rela­ 
tive to the am ount of his personal 
exemptions shall be determined by 
apportionm ent in accordance with 
the number of months the taxpay­ 
er was single, m arried, or the head 
of a family. 
Under the preced­ 
ing act the am ount of the exemp­ 
tion to which the taxpayer was en­ 
titled was determ ined by his sta­ 
tus ok a single parson, a m arried 
person, or the head of a family 
on the last day of the taxable 
year, December 31, if the return 
was made on the calendar year 
basis, as most are. 
For example, a taxpayer m arried 
on September 30, 1924, would be 
entitled to an exemption of $1,375. 
For the first nine m onths he is 
classified as a single m an entitling 
him to an exemption of $750— 
three-fourths of the $1,000 
ex­ 
emption allowed a single person— 
and for the last three months he 
is entitled to an exemption of $625 
—one-fourth of the $2,500 exemp­ 
tion allowed a m arried person. 
If on June 30, a taxpayer ceased 
being the head of a fam ily—the 
support in one household of a rela­ 
tive or relatives being discontinued 
—he is allowed an exemption of 
$1,750— one-half of the exemption 
of $1,000 granted a single person 
plus one-half of the exemption of 
$2,500 granted the head of a fam i­ 
ly. 
W ith regard to the $400 cred­ 
it for a dependent, the taxpayer’s 
status is determined as of the last 
day of the taxable year. 
If, dur­ 
ing the year, his support of such 
dependent ceased, he is not entitled 
to this credit.
